THE GERMANS AND THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. ° 
To the Edwtor af The Chicago 2ribune: 

Omoado, March 31:—In the management of 
party, nothing is so difficult as to procure and 
maintain harmony. The rivalries of ambitious 
men are often for the moment disposed of in 
conventions of the party, by the law of the 
majority ; but in such a way as not to secure 
harmony. For the past few years the Republic- 
an party in Illinois, and particularly in this city, 
has suffered defeats that might easily have been 


prevented by some attention to the plain condi- ‘ 


tions of success. We Republicans are not all 
Americans born; we do not all belong to anti-beer 
societies; we are not all Sabbath-keepers after 
the manner of the Puritans, aud hence we can- 
not all agree to work together in the party when 
these non-political trivialties are allowed to be 
obtruded for the benefit of demagogues or 
fanatics. The Republican party was founded on 
principle. It has won its great victories on 
principle. To principle must be credited its 
achievements that are rightly called immortal.

THE CONTINUED HARD ‘.. « ¥S. 
Thoughtfnl men anxiously in unte, one of 
the other, why it is that the depre=ion caused 
by the panic of 1873 continues, aad why it is 
that trade and production and general busi- 
ness do not revive. Even a year ago there 
was, seemingly, a better promise than is now 
offered for a renewal of the activity which 
once was general. The nation is an aggrega- 
tion of individuals, and though individual. 
cases may find explanation in particular 
causes, the condition of the whole country is 
that of the various communities and people 
who are its constituents. Individual as well 
as the aggregate welfare is dependent on the 
product of labor. When each man produces 
all that he needs for consumption, and no 
more, there is comparative ease, but no prog- 
ress; when any part of the community, 
however, fails to produce enough to meet its 
consumption, and has to be supplied out of 
the productions of others, then there is pri- 
‘vation and pauperiem. Failure to produce 
may result from either of two causes: First, 
voluntary idleness, preferring pauperism to 
labor, which, however, has never yet been 
exhibited to any serious extent in this coun- 
try ; and, second, enforced idleness, the result 
of a want of demand for the products of 
labor. The productive labor of the United 
States is of three kinds: First, that engaged 
in agriculture and its kindred pursuits. 
This produces food, including all manner 
of breadstaffs, with the whole range 
of provisions, from the beef on foot 
to the manufactured articles of mess pork, 
lard, and cheese. This same labor also pro- 
duces the great staples of cotton and tobacco, 
and the raw material from which 1s produced 
the wines and the spirituous and fermented 
liquors. The second elass of productive la- 
bor is that engaged in muning, including the 
production of coal and petroleum. These 
two classes of American labor’ annually pro- 
duce not only all that is needed of their several 
products to supply the demands of the Ameri- 
can people, but they produce a large annual 
surplus. This surplus of breadstuffs and 
i of cotton and tobacco, of petro- 
leum, gold, and silver, they sell to other peo- 
ples end countries, and the proceeds are add- 
ed to the aggregate national wealth, and 
mark the progressive increase in those classes 
of American industry. But the third class of 
productive labor is differently circumstanced. 
Nature has provided the American manufac- 
turer with many special advantages. She has 
supplied him with an abundance of compara- 
tively cheap food. She has furnished him 
with inexhaustible deposits of fuel, and of 
iron, lead, and copper. She has furnished 


bim with a greater variety and more abund- 


ant supply of all the raw materials of 
Nwhich to manufacture goods than has 
been furnished any other country. Nature 
has been lavish of her gifts. At the 
door of the cotton-mill is grown the cotton 
for the cloth, the food for the operative, and 
in close proximity is an abundance of fuel 
and of ores. The water power of the coun- 
try is unequaled ; the means of cheap trans- 


| portation, both of material and of finished 


fabrics, are general. There no reason why 
the United States should not produce every 
variety of manufactured goods and wares as 
well and as cheaply as any country on the 
face of the globe. But the manufacturing 
branch of American industry is subjected to 
an enforced idleness, and consequent unpro- 
ductiveness. 

Under the stimulus of high bounties or a 
protective tariff, the means of manufacturing 
have been largely developed in this country. 
We have opened mines capable of producing 
many times the amount of coal, of iron, and 
of copper, that is needed; the result is, the 
coal, and copper mines are only worked 
-@ part of the year. We have mills, and ma 


ean find a market in the United States; con- 
sequently these mills, and furnaces, and ma- 
chinery, have the capacity to produce as large

for months. Each of these men represented 
a family averaging five persons. So there 
were not far from half a million of persons 
subjected to. enforced idleness, want, and 
poverty, because of the law which limits 
manufactures to the wants of the home 
market. As in Pennsylvania, so in Ohio, 
and in all the manufacturing States. The 
market being limited, the employment. of 
labor is limited; invested capital has limited 
returns, and the country has an unsalable 
surplus of products in excess of the con- 
sumption. 

To comprehend how disastrous and ruin- 
ous this Hmitation of production is upon 
manufactures, it is only necessary to ask 
what would be the effect of a similar law 
upon agricultural products. Imagine the 
production of corn, cotton, tobacco, petro- 
leum, breadstuffs, and provisions arbitrarily 
reduced to meet local demands, and if a 
Surplus be raised to have it rot and perish for 
want of sale or persons to use it. The 
manufacturing productors of the country 
ought to have as large a surplus to annually 
export as is now exported of the products of 
the farm; but, instead of that, laboring under 


the home market, leaving probably a million 
of laborers, wit! their families, unemployed, 
or working only at half or one-third time. 
With a depreciated currency, with an un- 
settled, uncertain, and fluctuating monetary 
standard, with confidence weakened, with 
capital alarmed, and no prospect of remedial 
legislation, there can be no revival of indus- 
try, no permanent restoration of prosperity, 
no progressive gain of wealth, while one 
branch of the productive capital and labor of 
the country is limited and restrained, denied 
the liberties of producing a surplus, and com- 
pelled to eke out a starveling living by selling 
its products in a market already stocked be- 
yond the capacity to consume. This labor 
and capital should be emancipated. -The 
mills, and furnaces, and machinery should be 
put in continuous operation; labor in the 
minesand at the loom should be regular and 
continual ; we should be selling manufactures 
abroad by the hundreds of millions annually. 
We should be working with both hands in- 
stead of one. Until this liberty is conceded, 
we must grope and wait. ,

from t tax-eaters’ organ. It is folly to 
suppose that this condition of things could 
have been concealed.

They know that this manage- 
ment of municipal affairs must in the end be 
as disastrous as a similar management of 
private affairs, and that, sooner or later, some 
of the creditors must suffer for it, either in 
the actual loss of the moneys they have ad- 
vanced, or in serious delay and the cost of 
litigation. The policy of deception which 
the tax-thieves’ organ advocates, to say noth- 
ing of its immorality, would fail lamentably 
in its purpose.

The choice of an honest Council 
is the only way in which this reform can be 
attained, and this can only be accomplished 
by the efforts of the respectable people at 
the polls in their own behalf, in every way as 
earnest and energetic as at the election of 
last fall. This is a starting-point to lead to 
an improvement of the city credit. 


THE SILVER COINAGE. 

, We print another article from H.“ on the 
silver currency question. We have no ques- 
tion of the sincerity of our correspondent. 
We object to the accuracy and justice of his 
conclusions, The Government proposes to 
issue $42,000,000 of silver to redeem the 
fractional currency. It is the substitution of 
one depreciated currency for another. As 
the fractionals have to be constantly renewed, 
it is beginning to assume a cost that even- 
tually will exceed the cost of silver with 
which they may be redeemed. The Govern- 
ment will probably save a large percentage 
on the coinage, and the business of redemp- 
tion will. be finished. So far we think silver 
coinage may go because a token currency of 
some kind is necessary, and silver is cleaner 
and better than paper. 

But dur correspondent wants the Govern- 
ment to go further and coin silver with 
which to redeem the public debt of all kinds. 
The Government has no silver of its own 
except a few millions, and must p 
what it usea How is it to get hun 
millions of silver? it must buf i 


cannot buy silver with silver 
there is no foreign market for 
but must issue gold bonds. 

Our correspondent 
making ailver a legal-tender now, it can be hon- 
estly and fairly used to redeem bonds 
payable in coin,“ issued at a time when the 
only coin known to the law as a legal-tender 
over $5 was gold. Why not anything 
else? There is no doubt that Congress can 
make silver a legal-tender, but can it be made 
a legal-tender for debts contracted to be paid 
in something else? But, waiving that ques- 
tion, we return tothe other, How is the Gov- 
ernment to get the silver? If it sell gald 
bonds for silver, then the debt remains un- 
diminished. As the silver is now worth less 
than greenback dollars, it will purchase 
less debt than can be purchased with 
greenback dollars, so that, if the Govern- 
ment is to purchase the outstanding debt in 
depreciated money, it had better employ the 
paper. To issue gold bonds in exchange for 
silver, and then employ the silver to purchase 
bonds, silver being steadily on the decline, 
will increase the debt instead of reducing it. 

We cannot share our correspondent’s antici- 
pations that the adoption of a silver coinage 
as a standard of values will produce better 
times or greater prosperity. How the sub- 
stitution of a silver coinage worth at present 
84 cepts for a paper currency worth 87 
cent? is to make times better, or add to

The coinage of forty millions of silver 
tokens will furnish the country with the cur- 
rency for small transactions. Ita issue is 
final, and there is no trouble about redemp- 
tion. But, beyond that, the Government had 
better not go into the coinage of silver, 
whose value is declining, and will continue 
to decline for a long time to come.

Were the crust of the globe the result of 
partial cooling froma primitive condition of 
wolten fluidity, against which assertion much 
reasoning could be presented, the whole planet 
must first bave been reduced to a temperature 
below incipient fusion: and, hence, the enor- 
mous degrees of heat presumed could not exist 
within it:” and that, In the light of recent 
developmenta, the apparent heat in the earth's 
orust may reasonably be attributed to chemical 
reactions occurring in the various strata be- 
neath the surface.” Prof. Hunt assumed. 
tust. in the creation, The vast massof solid 
matters would arrange themselves at the centre 
of the globe, while the surface would be covered 
by @ thin layer of liquid matters; and the emi- 
nent M. Poisson imagines that. If the globe 
ever passed from a fiery liquid state te «a 
solid form by rediation of heat [which 
he stoutly questions] the central nucleus

Sir Charles 
Lyell, in 1964, in addressing the British Associ- 
ation. composed of the most enlightened sa vans 
of all parts of the world, asserted their truth- 
fulness ex catheiira. Prof. Ansted, in address- 
ing the same body, in 1868, on the Conver- 
sion of Stratified Rocks into Granite,” said : 
“Geologists, until recently, have spoken of 
granite as 2 primitive rock, as the nucleus 
of the earth, and as having been from time to 
time erupted, playing an important part in the 
general disturbances by which the framework of 
the earth is supposed to have been constructed. 
The-observations of Danbree and Lerby show 
that all true granite has been elaborated with 
water under great pressure, ata temperature 
below melting heat; that it had neither been 
ejected, nor had it formed a framework.

Nu- 
merous observations show that granite alter- 
nates with and passes into stratified rock with 
which it is asseciated. This view of the nature 
of ite will 1 the theories of 
geology.” And Sir William Thompson, now the 
leading scientist of Great Britain, ia presiding 
over the Association in 1871, asserted, as the re- 
sult of the laborious researches of himself 
and a number of eminent confreres, that a 
molten condition of the earth's interior was abso-

CARL WOLFSOHN'S CHOPIN RECITAL. 
Mr. Wolfgohn’s piano recitals at Standard 

Hall each urday afternoon seem to be mak- 
ing quite a stir in musical circles, judging from 
the very large audiences which attended them, 
and from tho interest taken in them by musicians 
and amateurs. Each succeeding recital has been 
attended by a larger audience that its prede- 
cessor. The programme Saturday afternoon 
was more varied than the others have been, 
thus giving musicians an excolivnt opportunity 
to compare the different styles of Chopin’s com- 

positions. The programme consisted of the 
third Scherzo in C sbarp minor, op. 39; four 
"Etudes in E major, C major, F minor, and C 
minor; aod the Rondo, op. 16,—Andaate and 
AHegro Vivace. The Scherzo is probably the 
fines: of the four which Chopin has com- 
posed, but is written m. pretty much 
the sang style as the others. 
beginning with vigorous forussimo 
waich Chopin seemed to arouse inspire his 
countrymen to action, and then of a sudden a 
very soothing. tender passage, and then the 
two principal motives are augmented until the 
grand climax is reached. It is evidently Mr. 
Wolfsohp’s intention to instruct the public to the 
best of bis ability, for, after playing the Scherzo, 
he siated to the audience that as this was proba- 
bly the first time that the Scherzo had been 
played in America, and as he desired that they 
should get a good idea of it, he would repeat it 
if it was the wish of theaudience. This being the 
case he played it again. Each of the four Etades 
is a little lyric poem in itself.

The New Dining-Cars on the Michigan 
' Cantral--A Valued Im- 
provement. 


Something Abont the Possible Combina- 
tions of the Various Lines Between 
Chicago and New York. 


The Canada Pacific to Be Built as Soon 
as Possible. 


A USEFUL INNOVATION. 

The Michigan Central Railroad Company has 
just made an innovation which will undoubtedly 
be s great comfort and convenience to its 
patrons, though it may not- prove a source of 
profit to the road. To avoid the stoppages 
which had heretofore to be made at Lake Sta- 
tion to allow the passengers of the mail and ex- 
press trains to take breakfast and supper, the 
Company has had built three dining-cars of 2 
superior model and construction for the purpose 
of serving supper on the Atlantic Express which 
leaves this city every evening, and breakfast on 
the day exprees which leaves here every morn- 
ing, while the train is in motion, and doing away 
with the necessity of passengers hurriedly gulp- 
ing down their codfish-balls and corn-bread at 
Lake Station. These dining-cars differ from 
Pullman’s in this respect that, while on 
the latter the meals are served s la carte, 
on the former the whole bill of fare 1s served 
for 75 cents. And for this sum a person has as 
great a variety as he would have at the Grand 
Pacific or Palmer. The cars are of the most im- 
proved patterns, are supplied with all modern’ 
improvements, and rich m all their appoint- 
ments. They were titted up in the shops of the 
Company, and no expense bas been spared to 
make them perfect in every respect. That they 
should run as smoothly as possible, they bare 
been supplied with a combination of ecliptic 
springs on the bolster, with Middleton spiral 
springs on the equalizing box. 

A trial trip was made on the dining-car 
* Brevoort Saturday afternoon, to which bad 
been invited representatives of the various city 
papers and a number of General Passenger 
Agents and other railroad men of this 
city. Mine hoste, C. C. Wheeler and Henry 
C. Wentworth, of the Michigan Central, leit 
nothing undone to make the trip a pleasant and 
enjoyable one, and to show the new improve- 
ment in its best light.

CHICAGO AND NEW YORK. 

The last number of the Railroad Gazetle con- 

tains the following interesting article on the 
Chicago connections of New York roads: 
Ide Canada Southern Railway, according toa letter 
addressed by Mr. W. A. Thomson, the late President, 
to the people on the line of the road, is now wholly in 
the con of the Vanderbilts. The Commodore, ac- 
cording to Mr. Thomson, “ownsa large majority of 
the stock and a considerable amount of the, first- 
mortgage bounds of the company.“ Near the begio- 
ning of this yeara report that Commodore Vander- 
bilt had been chosen President of this company was 
published and immediately contradicted officially.

Since then the 
Lake Shore has completed its second track from Buf- 
faio to Toledo, and bow, probably, can accommodate 
ite present traffic very weil without addicional tracks.

Orrawa, Ont., April 2.—In the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, the Premier moved the passage 
of an item of $2,810,000 for the Pacific Railway.

He had always been an advocate for 
the construction of a trans-continental road, but 
had never thought it was within their means to 
construct it in anything like the time or 
on the terms proposed by the late administra- 
tion. He characterized Sir John MacDonald's 
policy as an act of madnese and inssnity, and an 
instance of political incapacity which had no 
parallel in this or any other country. He stated 
that the Government had decided to ignore the 
ten-year limit, and would build the railway as 
fast as the circumstances of the Dominion 
would permit. The line had been located from 
the Lake of the Woods across the Red River, 
via Fort Pilly and Edmonton, through the Jas- 

ar House Pass to Fort George, in 
ritish Columbia, at which point all the 
surveyed lines from the east converge. The 
route frum Fort George to the Pacific coast, 300 
miles, has not yet been decided on. It will 
robably be by the Hometi¢a River and the 
an Channel, which lies north of the northern 
point of Vancouver Island. The eastern section, 
from Lake Nipigon to Nipissing, it was recently 
stated in the Senate, has been abandoned. The 
explanation of the first Minister evoked consid- 
erabie discussion, which will be continued 
Tuesday evening. It is thought Parliament will 
be prolonged till about the 12th inst.
